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Mvapers.—It is this day our melancholy duty 
to record the perpetration of two as foul and 
atrocious murders as ever signalised the annals of 
crime in this unfortunate country. On Saturday 
night two men, named Timornuy Nei and 
Warren Bovaxs, were placed as bailifis on the 
premises of a ble farmer, named Mur- 
PHY, near Elton, in the county of Limerick, 
where the landlord, Mr. Ciuxary, laid on the 
distress. On Monday the ill-fated men were 
missing from the barn where they slept, marks 
of blood were visible in this building, and on 
closer se*cch, part of the straw was found per- 
fectly saturated with human blood. Suspicion of 
course grew stronger, the search was } lowed 
up, and after minutely traversing the neigh- 
bourhood, the bodies of the two victims were 
found imbedded in the bank of a rivulet, about 
& quarter of a mile from the house, both shock- 
ingly mangled and disfigured. When the dread- 
ful intelligence arrived in this city, THoaas P. 
Voxes, Esq., chief magistrate of police, accom- 
panied by surgeon Franx.in, jun., immediate- 
ly repaired to the scene to investigate the cir- 
cumstances of these horrible murders. Mr. 
James Bennet, Coroner, attended, and an in- 
quest was held, several witnesses appeared, the 
bodies of the keepers were minutely examined 
by Dr. Franxuin, and the result was a ver- 
dict of wilful murder against certain persons, 
three of whom are already committed as acces- 
sarics to the crime. Weare happy to learn that 
circumstances have come to Mr. Voxr’s know- 
ledge which encourage a well-grounded hope 
that the perpetrators will be traced, and suffer 
the punishment due to such heinous guilt. The 
bodies presented a most horrifying spectacle of 
barbarity; strangulation by ropes appears to 
*e been first resorted to, and their heads were 
thé literally cleft asunder, probably by batch- 
ets.—frish Paper.

sionally in Kensing‘on-gardens. ‘he nightingale 
approaches also much nearer to London than 
has been commonly supposed. I heard it in me- 
lodious song at seven o’clock in the morning, in 
the wood near Hornsey-wood-house, May 10, 
1826, which is, I believe, the nearest approach 
to St. Paul's it has been for some time known to 
make. It is also heard at Hackney and Mile- 
end. I have also heard it regularly for some 
years past in a garden near the turnpike gate on 
the road leading from London to Greenwich, a 
short distance from the third mile stone from 
London-bridge. This charming bird may also be 
heard, during the season, in Greenwich Park, 

articularly in the gardens adjoining Montague- 

ouse; but never, I believe, on its lofty trees.— 
The nightingale prefers copses end bushes to 
trees; the cuckoo, on the contrary, prefers trees, 
and of these the elm, from which it most probably 
obtains its food. The nightingale is also common 
at Lee and Lewisham, Forest-hill, Sydenham, 
and Penge-wood; in all these places, except 
Hackney and Mile-end, I have myself often 
heard jt, and in the day time. ‘Those who are 
partial to the singing of birds genorally, will find 
the morning, from four to nine o’clock, the most 
favorable time fot hearing them.—Jennings’ 
Ornithologia.

The eyo was still, 
deep, overmastering; the nose, somewhat turn- 
ed up, bore about it the indication of an intre- 
pid and audacious spirit; his lips, scarcely visi- 
ble through the profusion of his coal black 
beard, were swelling and imperious; his whole 
physiognomy, calm, concentrated, and smoothed 
in appearance of every trace or stir of human 
passion, was cast in the finest mould, and of a 
perfectly soft, uniform olive, through which 
there was not even the symptom of circulation 
or blood. In comparing him to theso who had 
preceded, his supremacy in mind as well as dig- 
nity was striking. The eyes alone seem to think. 
Every thing else was stern, and pale, and mar- 
bloly as death. He_held in his hands the fates 
of millions, and he felt it. He bore himself like 
a master of men, like a king of kings. His sub- 
jects, as he passed, veiled themselves before 
him, and placed their hands (an Eastern adula- 
tion imported into Rome) between their eyes 
and the excess of his Majesty. His costume 
was magnificently simple. ‘The black martin or 
sable, and the diamond aigrette, were the only 
insignia of his power. Before him rode his 
treasurer, scattering newly-coined paras in 
showers (some of them came into our faces) on 
the keads of his faithful people; and bebind his 
Secretary, receiving in his yellow portfolio the 
memorials of the unfortuaate and the aggrieved. 
The escort which surrounded him was the fa- 
vourite guard. Their fantastic helinets, another 
corrupt memorial of the Lower Empire, threw a 
strange, yet gorgeous glare over the scene. The 
whole was closed by detachments, nearly as 
numerous as those which had preceded him; and 
in this manner he entered his serai, amidst the 
veneration rather than the shouts (it is too in- 
decorous and laborious for a Turk to shout) of 
his accompanying subjects.

Accident on the Thames—Seven lives Lost. 
Yesterday morning, shortly after six o’clock, 
the neighbourhoods of Mill-wall and Limehouse- 
reach were thrown into considerable excite- 
ment by a rumour which prévailed that several 
persons had been drowned. On inquiring into 
the reality of the report, it was found to be but 
too well grounded, no less than seven unfor- 
tunate men having perished, all having wives 
and families. 

The circumstances of the distressing catas- 
trophe are these:—At an early hour yesterday, 
Robert Russell, waterman, Dog and Duck 
Stairs; Richard Liewellin, caulker, Deptford; 
Thomas Jones, lumper, ditto; Thomas Gray, 
shipwright, ditto; Robert Lloyd, samo trade, 
and residing at the same place; Thomas Adams 
and John Louis sail-makers, at Deptford, em- 
barked at the Dog and Duck stairs, Rother- 
hithe, ina skiff. About the hour above-men- 
tioned, owing to the violence of the gale, a 
heavy swell occurred in Limehouse reach, 
which rendered it extremely dangerous for any 
small boat to venture on theriver. Rusgell, who 
was plying at the Dog and Duck Stairs, was 
solicited by the men above-mentioned to row 
them and two other men, named Baptist and 
Wickam, across the Reach to a foreign vessel 
called the Atalante, lying outside Limehouse 
Point, on board of which they were engaged to 
work by Mr. Cardnor, shipwright. Having 
taken their seats in the boat, Russell rowed 
to nearly the centre of the river, the stream and 
tide flowing rapidly, and a strong wind blowing 
against it, a heavy surf arose. This the skiff, 
which, independently of the passengers, was 
heavily laden with iron work, was unable to 
resist, and upsetting, precipitated the entire 
crew, nine in number, into the water, Bap- 
tist and Wickam at once got clear away. Jonos, 
who was a good swimmer, also endeavoured to 
swim towards the shore, but Gray and Lloyd 
clung to him, and they sunk together. Russell 
was heard to exclaim, ‘‘Don’t cling to each 
other, or we shall all be drowned!’’ He then 
cried for help, but before it arrived he sunk. 
Liewellin swam a short distance towards the 
Atalante, calling for help, but he suddenly sunk, 
as if cramped. 

The accident occurring in sight of several 
vessels, they, with a praiseworthy humanity, 
lowered. their boats, and hastened to the as- 
sistance of the sufferers. Their exertions, how- 
ever, we regret to say, owing to the heaviness 
of the swell, and the unfortunate men being 
encumbered with their heavy working clothes, 
were but partially successful, two only being 
saved. The preservation of one of these, 
Wickam, ia. principally to be attributed to the 
gallantry of a Spaniard, who, perceiving that his 
strength was 4 rapidly failing, as to render it 
likely that he could not-keep afloat until the 
boat reached him, leaped overboard, and res- 
cued him from a watery grave. 

Throughout the day, boats with drags were 
traversing the river, but up to four o'clock —_ 
one of the bodies, that of Gray, was recovered.

EXTRAORDINARY INSTANCE 
HALLUCINATION, 
Paris, Aprit 5.—In an action for alimony, 
brought before the Court of First Instatee here 
by a Mis. Walker against ler husband, an-em> 
nent English glover in the Rue Richelieu, the fol- 
lowing extraordinary instance of mental hallu- 
cination, on the part of the plaintiff, was related 
by the defendant’s Counsel:—Mr. Walker mar- 
ried a Miss Olliver, a native of England, like 
himself; a large fortune was promised, but never 
paid him. The bepeinens of the new married 
couple was not of long duration. Mrs, Walker, 
who belonged toa family which counted amongst 
its members, in by- ages, an Archbishop of 
Canterbury, looked down with all the pride of 
birth upon the humble trader, and instead of at- 
tending to the management of the house and the 
shop, found it necessary to pay frequent visits to 
her noble relations in Englend, from whence, in 
her letters, she was fond of repeating ‘‘that the 
noble blood of the Ollivers ran in her veins.’* 
This folly, however, led to no serious disturbance 
between her husband and herself until 1809, when 
facts of the most extraordinay nature led to a 
change in the relations of the parties, At that 
period Bonaparte had attained the summit of his 
glory. Mrs. Walker, dazzled by the victories of 
this hero, conceived the most vieleat love for 
him. This she gave vent to in the most burning 
letters and passionate declarations, which ra- 
pidly succeeded each other. She“was present 
at all the Emperor’s reviews, and sought every 
possible occasion to see and be seen by him. 
She was fully persuaded that so devoted a love 
must meet with a return, and recollecting that 
she was descended from the illustrious house of 
Olliver, she was led to hope that, by means of a 
divorce, she might be called to share the impe- 
rial throne with the object of her love. The 
extravagance of her conduct, so publicly exhib- 
ited, at length attracted the attention of the 
police, and she was ordered to quit Paris and 
reside at Versailles. Change of place, how- 
ever, produced no change of sentiment; on the 
contrary, deprived of the presence of her hero, 
her imagination took but the wilder flight. She 
renewed her epistolary declarations and pro- 
fessions of passion, and became 80 pressing, that 
at length a rendezvous was given her in the Park 
of Versailles. She binviad to the appointed 
place in a state of the most intense agitation. 
Instead of the Emperor she found one of bis pa- 
ges, who handed her into a brilliant equipage, 
which took her, alas! not to the Palace of the 
Tuilleries, or the groves of St. Cloud, but to the 
madhouse of Charenton. Here she was treated 
asa maniac, and, for a long time, continued 
— the illusion of her love and imaginary gran 
eur.

She could not be made to believe that it 
was by order of her beloved Emperor that she 
was confined there; and she was only convinced of 
the ingratitude of him whom she loved when, after 
his divorce from Josephine and second marriage, 
the news of the birth of the King of Rome was 
brought to Charenton, This so calmed her heat- 
ed imagination, that, in a short time after, she 
was pronounced to be sane, and set at liberty. 
She then sought to return to her husband, but he 
refused, after such extraordinary conduct, to re- 
ceive her. What became of Mrs, Walker from 
that period until the present application the 
Counsel did not explain. The amount of alimony 
demanded was 2,000 francs a year; but the Court, 
though deciding in favour of Mra, Walker, award- 
ed her only 960 francs a year.

The Livexroot Mercury, of April 24, 
contains the following paragraph in relation 
to certain projects of steam navigation:— 
“The Transatlantic Steam Navigation Com- 
pany have now their arrangements so far 
completed, that in a few months at furthest, 
they will commence operations. A steam 
engine, on what is considered a superior 
principle, is now in progress of being finish- 
ed, and will, it is expected, afford extraordi- 
nary advantages, as not occupying more 
than one-tenth of the room required by en- 
gines of the same power, on the present con- 
struction.” We have often adverted to the 
project for establishing a regular communi- 
cation by steam vessels‘ between Great Bri- 
tain and the East Indies, and it seems the 
experiment is about to be made in earnest, 
and with every prospect of success. The 
enterprise has been patronised by the mer- 
chants and others of Calcutta, Madras, the 
Mauritius, the Cape of Good Hope, and St. 
Helena. Mr. Waghern, the projector, who 
arrived lately in London to procure the co- 
operation of the British Government, the 
East India Company, and merchants, is quite 
confident in the opinion that he can perform 
the voyage to Calcutta, out and home, in 6 
months, including stoppages both ways, to 
deliver letters, &c. at Madeira, St. Helena, 
Cape of Good Hope, Isle of France, Trinco- 
malee, and Madras, at all which places de- 
pots of coal will be formed. We under- 
stand that the steam vessels on this service 
are not to be fitted up for the reception of 
passengers generally, though an exception 
will be made in favour of any individual of 
high military or civil rank, engaged on some 
public and important duty; but that their use 
will be confined to the conveyance of des- 
patches, letters, newspapers, and specie, or 
other light and valuable articles. 





Some of the statements made by Mr. 
Prxt, on introducing into the Hovse of 
Commons his bill for improving the Lonpon 
Poxicg, may interest a portion of our read- 
ers, as matter of curiosity. ‘To those who 
hold us bound to prove the absolute utility 
of every thing we publish, we may say that 
a quantum of knowledge on these subjects 
is indispensably necessary to the thorough 
understanding, of such valuable books as 
Pelham, the Disowned, Gc. which are as 
eagerly reprinted, puffed, bought, borrow- 
ed, and read, in this country, as in that 
whose literary glory is so much indebted to 
their authors and to Mr.Corsurn. Speak- 
ing of the nightly watch in Lonpowx, the Se- 
cretary said:— 


Upon this Pp there was much interesting, 
and—ifhe could say so in a case involving so se- 
rious a subject as increase of crime—much amu- 
sing information in the evidence annexed to the 
report of the Police Committee. ‘To- that evi- 
dence, he begged leave to direct the attention 
of the House, particularly of such Hon. Mem- 
bers as might be disposed to view his intended 
Bill with a jealous eye. For the satisfaction of 
those Hon. Members, he thought it necessary to 
then state, that he had higher opinions in 
favour of his present object than parochial 
authorities. Mr. Julian, the clerk to the Magis- 
trates of the Kensington district, had furnished 
on this point very importent information. It ap- 
peared from the evidence, that that district was 
dreadfully exposed to the depredations of thieves 
and housebreakers. That it should beso he 
thought Mr. Julian’s evidence of the number and 
character of the—he ne gee he must call it— 
parochia] police—showed was not very surpri- 
sing. That witness stated, that the wealthy 
and populous district of Kensington,—not less 
than 15 miles in extent,—was dependent on the 
protection of three constables and three head 
boroughs, some of whom, after they were a 
time in office, became not very remarkable for 
their abstinence from intoxicating liquors, and 
who, from the nature of their appointment by 
the steward of the manor, were, to all in- 
tents and purposes, beyond the control of the 
magistrates, and who, from having no fees but 
the law allowed them, in the end did no duty at 
all except indeed that of making out very long 
bills.—(Hear.)—Surely it was not surprising 
when the great extent of the Kensington dis- 
trict was considered—when its great wealth 
was considered—that three drunken beadles 
should be no preventive of housebreaking and 
thievery in it.—(Hear.)—Indeed, as had been 
said of the Court of Chancery, three angels 
under such circumstances would be a sorry pro- 
tection. He repeated, it could not be considered 
surprising that burglaries were frequent in the 
Kensington district, with such a police. What 
said another clerk of the magistrates of that dis- 
trict in his evidence? Why, that in the parish of 
Tottenham alone, in six weeks, not less than 19 
attempts at burglary had been perpetrated— 
(Hear)—and out of these 19 attempts, but three 
failed, the remaining 16 being entirely success- 
ful —( Hear, hear.) —And this was but one parish 
out of eight in the district. Again, if they ex- 
amined the evidence respecting the parish of 
Spitalfields, they would see additional, and, if 
possible, stronger proof of the necessity of some 
legislative measure. It was true that the pre- 
sent state of that district presented a very fa- 
vourable contrast to its recent one, when gangs 
of thieves stood at the corners of the streets, 
rubbing in the middle of the day all persons who 
came within their reach, in open defiance and 
contempt of the laws; but the evidence was still 
highly important. It showed the imperfect se- 
curity afforded by the present system of paro- 
chial police, and it showed the striking advan- 
tages of the exertions that had been made, chief- 
ly through the praise-worthy zeal of one inhabi- 
tant, (Mr. Gregory,) to improve the local police. 
The individual to whom he had alluded stated 
in evidence that he was then the superintendent 
of the watch in his district—that the number of 
watchmen was as before 21; but that they were 
now much more efficient, being better looked 
after than in the time of the late treasurer, a 
very old gentleman, who was wholly blind, and 
never gave hunse!f any trouble about their con- 
duct or appointment. It was much to be wished 
that the conduct pursued in {this parish should 





be imitated by others. But it unfortunately was

Wands- 
worth, and two other ishes In thoee 
populous and wealthy pari thee was no pa- 
rochial police—no protection for lie or are rty 
—but the voluntary exertions of ndividuals, at 
whose expenses others who had net contributed 
any thing were benefitted. There was no parish 
not actually forming a part of tht metropolis, 
but in its near vicinity, furnished stronger evidence 
of the necessity of an efficient police. and of the 
consequences to neighboring paishes of one 
containing no parochial police, tun Deptford. 
This parish contained upwards of %,000 inhabi- 
tants, was situated as a ready asyluin to those 
banished from Westminster and the adjoining 
districts for their ofiences, and postively did not 
contain a single watchman or nigit police au- 
thority to prevent crimes and apprehend offend- 
ers.—( Hear, bear. )—It was not suprising, such 
being the fact, that that parish wasthe scene of 
frequent depredations, and as in a recent in- 
stance of a most atrocious and sanguinary out- 
rage. Within the last few years tle indignation 
at those outrages had led to the formation of a 
voluntary night patrol by the parshioners; but 
as the apprehension for the security of life and 
property had abated, this temporrry protection 
disappeared with the excitemeat which gave it 
birth. The Right Hon. Gentlemn proceeded 
to read a letter from the parochia) authority of 
St. Nicholas, Deptford, in which the writer stated, 
that though no place required a parochial po- 
hee more than the parishes of St. Nicholas and 
St. Paul, Deptford, there was no public watch, 
no watching or lighting tax, and no protection 
during night for life or property, but that af- 
forded by two persons, to whom same of the in 

habitants paid a sum totally inadequate to sup- 
port existence and ensure vigilance. 





The following notice of some of the most

**The number of Artists now in Rome who 
have already rendered themselves famous, or 
who have given indications of future excellence, 
is very great. In painting it must be admitted 
no one at all approaches the excellence of the 
great masters of the Italian schools; but in sculp- 
ture, with the solitary exception of Canova, 
the works of several artists now practising in 
Rome, surpass any ever executed in modern 
times. 

In the latter department of Fine Arts, the Che- 
valier Thorwaltzen stands pre-eminent; and, in- 
deed, is universally admitted to be the best 
sculptor now in Europe. He is particularly ce- 
lebrated for his aso relieros, of which he has 
executed a great number, and which far sur- 
pass those of Canova. His most celebrated 
and extensive work of this kind, is his Triumph 
of Alexander, undertaken for the King of Den- 
mark, of whose kingdom he is a native. Of this 
splendid performance he has made several 
copies, one of which is still in his study. Ano- 
ther very superb work of his, in basso relievo, 
is intended to adorn the tomb of a private gen- 
tleman at Frankfort, and is just at present un- 
dergoing the last touches of the artist. 

His compositions are certairily inferior to 
those of Canova, but are still superior to those 
of any other artist. His most celebrated ones 
are his Three Graces, executed w:th extraordi- 
nary beauty. A Shepherd in repose, which is, 
perhaps, his masterpiece; and an Adonis, which 
is his last performance, and with which the King 
of Bavaria, who is at present in Rome, was so 
struck that he invested him on the spot with the 
ribbon of one of his orders. 

Thorwaltzen has also executed a great many 
busts; but in these he is less fortunate. This 
sculptor is apparently about 55 years of age, 
with a very expressive countenanee. 

Next to Thorwaitzen—prozimus sed longo 
intervallo—is generally esteemed, Mr. Gibson, 
a British artist, who, though still a young man, 
has contrived te execute a great many performaa- 
ces, all of which are works of very high merit. 
His forte lies in the highest department of sculp- 
ture composition. His best works are a’group 
executed for the Duke of Devonshire; his Gra- 
ces; and a Statue of two Nymphs. The latter 
is a most beautiful design, and may be consider- 
ed as his masterpiece. 

Mr. Campbell, notwithstanding his unpopula- 
rity among his brethren in Rome, is an artist of 
no ordinary talent. Many of his busts and figures, 
in which he particularly excels, are tiuly good. 
A full-length figure of the Duke of York, now in 
his study, intended for the United Service Club 
in London, is an extremely fine performance.— 
His likeness also of Sir Roger Cresley is excel- 
lent; that of the Duke of Wellington less fortu- 
nate. His figures, are, in general, distinguished 
for much anatomical correctness. The most ex- 
tensive, and by far the finest, performance of 
this sculptor is one in which he is still engaged 
—a colossal model of the late Earl of Hopetoun, 
leaning on his charger in a contemplative atti- 
tude, supposed to be after one of hia battles.— 
The statue, which isto be cast in bronze, will 
be a magnificent ornament to Edinburgh, where 
it isto be erected. The sum to be paid for it is 
six thousand pounds. 

Mr. Goff, in delineating the inferior animals, 
surpas#es every other artist. His groups of 
{talian greyhounds and puppies are exquisitely 
managed. In composition he has just executed 
the mode! of a Gladiator in repose, which is cer- 
tainly an admirable design. 

Mr. Rennie, a nephew of the late celebrated 
engineer, is a sculptor of the highest promise.— 
He is remarkable for his classical conceptions, 
and the antique style of his figures. 

Besides these sculptors, who are the most 
celebrated now in Rome there is a host of others 
of considerable promise. 

In painting, Commucini has long béen consi- 
cered the best artist in Italy; but he has now got 
satiated with his fame, and no new work has, 
for a very considerable time, adorned the walls 
of his study. 

A Portuguese artist, the Cavalier Seguira, has 
lately executed three paintings of extraordinary 
merit, of which his Adoration of the Magi, and 
his descent from the Cross, are universally al- 
lowed to be the best done in Rome for several 
years, and have been greatly praised by the best 
judges. His Adoration of the Magi isnot less 
remarkable for its happy conception then for its 
exquisite execution. The manag2ment of the 
light and shade in this admirable picture is above 
all praise. 

One of the best English artists now io Rome, 
and particularly in the Landscape department, 
is Mr. Severn, who has in his chambers several 
excellent performances. 

His last, executed for Prince Leopold, is a 
group of Italian Peasants at an ancient Roman 
fountain, painted after the style of Raphael, and 
designed and executed in a very masterly man- 
ner. Prince Leopold, who is an artist himself, 
and a great judge of paintings, was highly pleas- 
ed with this work. The painting willbe shown 
in the London exhibition this summer. 

Perhaps the best specimen in Rome of Eng- 
lish genius in painting, is a full length portrait 
of George IV., by Sir Thomas Lawrence, order- 
ed by Pius VII. after the overthrow of Buona- 
parte, and when his heart was full of gratitude for 
his delivery from the grasp of that ambituous ty- 
rant. This splendid painting, considered by Eng- 
lish amateurs as one of the happiest efforts of this 
great master, is so highly esteeued by the Ro- 





mans, that it has been placed in the Vatican, 
among the chef d’eurres of Michacl Angelo, 





Rapheel, and the other Italian masters; and ar- 
tists from all parts of the world are continually 
occupied in making copies of it. 

A beautiful painting, executed in Rome during 
the last summer,, is one by Francesco Podest:, 
already favorably known to the Roman capital, 
of the Martyrdom of St. Lorenzo, who is in the 
act of being tied down over the flames. The ex- 

: of the body of the Saint, and the agony 
of his countenance, are finely portrayed. The 
fece of a priest, pointing to an idol, aud telling 
him to renounce his faith, is admirable. The 
picture, though not without faults, is considered 
a very superior performance. ; 

Mr. Geddes, an English portrait-painter, has 
been exceedingly fortunate in his likenesses. — 
He is merely a visitor at Rome, with the view 
of studying the treasures of that ancient capi- 
tal. 

It is to be regretted that Wilkie, whose pecu- 
liar style has never been equalled, should not 
have left behind him in Rome a monument of his 
genius. The works which he finished there were 
too highly prized by his own countrymen to be 
allowed to remain in a foreign land. A lively 
impression, however, of his masterly, though pe- 
culiar touch, still remains, which the rude hand 
of time can only efface. 





The editor of the Loxpon Sux, in the 
leading article of one of his late numbers, 
cautions young ladies, in the indulgence of 
benevolent feelings and the performance of 
charitable duties, against the dangers to 
which they expose themselves in the person- 
al execution of what they might very pro- 
perly entrust to deputies of less delicacy 
than themselves. Ile remarks that the 
consequences sometimes resulting from the 
best intentions improperly directed are 
seized as matter of triumph by those inclin- 
ed to scoff at all that is good. We copy 
the strange story with which he enforces 
his caution, though the concluding para- 
graph savours strongly of invention. Per- 
haps the young lady herself was more gifted 
with imagination than with local memory. 
The vilest of our alleys, it is true, con- 
tains no such monsters as the Edinburgh 
murderers; but the filth and indecency with 
which they abound are scarcely less to be 
abhorred and avoided: —“ Some months ago 
a young lady of family, and moving in the 
higher circles of our northern metropolis, 
was in the habit of extending ler charitable 
visits to the most forbidding haunts of po- 
verty and vice, to administer in person spi- 
ritual as well as corporeal relief to the sick 
and suffering; a practice which we believe 
is much followed there as well as elsewhere 
by the loveliest and the best, but which in 
great towns especially is constantly attended 
by the most unpleasant results. ‘The lady 
in question had several times visited a sick 
woman, who had been confined for some 
weeks to her wretched pallet in a dark haunt 
of some of the most degraded outcasts, in 
one of the narrow and loathsome alleys 
which still abound in the old part of the city. 
On one of these occasions, the weather be- 
ing cold and wet to a great degree, she had 
spent an hour in conversing and reading the 
Scriptures to the poor sufferer, and was 
rising to depart, when the husband of the 
invalid came in, and after thanking her in 
repeated expressions of gratitude for her 
kindness and charity towards them, appear- 
ed particularly distressed at the depth of wet 
and dirt which she had come through that 
day, adding that there was a back entrance 
which led to the street by a perfectly dry 
passage, through which he would gladly 
conduct her back. She thanked him, and 
was proceeding to follow, but the sick wo- 
man said the way she came was the plea- 
santest: the man repeated his assurance of 
the other being preferable, and was leading 
the lady through the back door, when the 
woinan more vehemently recommended the 
other road; the lady delayed her departing 
step a moment to listen to her, but was per- 
suaded by the husband’s assurance of the 
comparative comfort of his route, and was 
finally following him, when the sick woman 
arose with frantic eagerness, and, undressed 
as she was, wrapped her coverlid around 
her, and seizing the lady by the arm, drag- 
ged her out at the door by which she had 
entered, and hurrying her with tottering but 
rapid steps up the alley, left her at the en- 
trance to the street, which was a frequented 
way, and begged her nevertoreturn. ‘The 
lady, sui prised, and under some alarm that 
she had been trusting herself with a mad 
woman, sought her home in a considerable 
degree of agitation, and did not return to 
the squalid abode. A few weeks after, on 
the discovery of the late atrocious murders 
in that town, and when numbers were daily 
flocking to visit the scenes of them, then ex- 
posed to the public gaze, the fair object of 
our tale, from the descriptions she heard, 
was curious to be an eye-witness also of 
those dens of guilt and horror; she went with 
some relations, and on entering the fearful 
abode of the murderer Hare, she found, 
with unspeakable horror, that it was the very 
apartment she had repeatedly visited, and 
recollected, with appalling sensations, how 
narrowly she had escaped the death-gripe of 
the monster.”’

In the Connecticut Legislature a bill to repeaj 
the act forbidding labour and recreation on 
Thanksgiving and Fast days, has been rejected 
at the second reading. 

We understand that Mr. Luigo Persico, who 
sailed from New-York on Sunday in the packet 
ship William Byrnes, for Liverpool, is on his way 
to Italy, to fulfil a contract with this government 
for two statues, to be placed in the capitol at 
Washington. 

The quantity of Cotton received at Macon the 
present season, according to the last Messenger, 
is about 40,000 bales, nearly all of which has 
been shipped to the sea board—of this quanti- 
ty upwards of 30,000 bales were sold in Macon. 

In one of the courts of South Carolina, Shad- 
rach Jacobs waa lately sentenced to death for 
the murder, in 1808, of Andrew Feaster, at 
Fairfield.

The Marquis, desirous of ascertaining 
whether this was or was not the fact, requested 
and obtained an audience of the King. ‘the 
King received him graciously, and promised to 
remember the wish of the Marquis to be made 
President of his Electoral College. A few days 
afterwards, the King authorised the Duke of 
Reggio to announce to the Marquis of St. Au- 
laire his nomination to the place. The Marquis 
immediately repaired to the Minister for the pur- 

of returning thanks. The Minister, aston- 
iwhed at this proceeding, requested to be inform- 
ed what it was that occasioned his gratitude.— 
The new Peer replied, ‘‘ Your recommendation 
of me to his Majesty for the Presidency of the 
Electoral College of Verdun.’’—*‘* M. le Mar- 
quis, I have not recommended you.’’ ‘Oh, 


‘your Excellency is surely joking; and I must say 


that you keep up the part in the most perfect 
manner, but that will not prevent me from en- 
tertaining a due feeling of obligation towards 
you.”’—** | am seriously in earnest.”” ‘‘Are you, 
then, not jesting?’’—** By no means.”’ ‘“* The 
King has, nevertheless, informed me, through 
the Duke of Reggio, of my appointment; and 
that this favour has been conferred on me only 
through your intercession, I am the more con- 
vinced, since your Excellency has not allowed me 
to remain ignorant of the unpleasant objections 
which the King entertained towards me.’’ The 
Minister, overwhelmed with surprise and embar- 
rassment, was unable to collect more than a few 
vague and disconnected expressions of congratu- 
lation. 

The report respecting a change of the Minis- 
try becomes every day weaker; excepting that 
it is still maintained that the Comte de Rayne- 
val might very possibly accept of office before 
the arrival of M. de Chateaubriand, who is about 
to quit Rome for Paris, if he be not already on 
his way. But in our country, where the mode 
is so variable and fugitive, M. de Chateaubriand 
is no longer the saint of the day. The Jcurna! 
des Debats, which used to be his tripod, now 
utters only inarticulate sounds. 

It is said that M. de Rayneval is to be suc- 
ceeded in his office of Ambassador of Switzer- 
land, by M. de Gabriac, formerly Minister Ple- 
nipotentiary at Brazil.

From the middle of April to the end of May, 
the gunners find excellent sport at the south-end 
of our Island. Pushing their cedar boats between 
the rock and through the breakers, they an- 
chor about sixty rods from the shore, and await 
the passage of the birds. Flock after flock from 
the eastward and westward, find their numbers 
thinned as they fly heedlessly over the frail re- 
ceptables in which their enemies lie half conceal- 
ed. Ina calm morning, when the sun is just 
lifting himself above the horizon, if you stroll 
down to that distant point of land which makes 
off into the sea, and upon which the sportsmen 
have built a semicircular wall to hide themselves 
from the birds, when the weather is too rough 
for the boats, you will witness an exhibition of 
the marksman’s skill, em geners no other part 
of New-England can afford. 

In the Spring and Autumn a great variety of 
sea-fowl throng around the southern shores of 
Rhode Island.—Brant, black coots, patchpoles, 
and white-wings; shel-drakes, old wives and 
murrs; divers, water witches, and wamps—lords 
and ladies and noddies are among the number 
destined to the gridiron or the stew pan. The 
non edibles are loons, cormorants, and gulls. 
The brant is considered the finest sea-fowl on 
our coast, and a pair of them will sell for 50 
cents in the market. ‘the May white wing and 
the wamp hold the next place in the culinary 
market. The brant is a very timid bird, and of- 
ten, when he is directly over head, the unob- 
served sportsinan springs up and halloes to him 
in order to arrest his flight. The astonished 
bird will either become almost motionless in the 
air at the noise, or makes a dowhward plunge 
towards the object of its fear. 

There are certain rules established among the 
gunners, which are strictly adhered to. He 
who first pushes off in his boat is entitled to lie 
nearest the shore; the second takes his place 
outside of him, ina line running north and south; 
and all the rest follow the example of the second, 
mooring at such distances that the fowl cannot 
pass between the outermost boat and the shore, 
without coming within reach of some of their 
guns. The boat nearest the shore is considered 
as having the best birth, and now and then there 
is quite a scrabble among the gunnors for it. It 
is a matter of so much importance to get the 
inside station, that they will stay all night, in 
order to be ready for the first start in the morn- 
ing. 

Neptpate of an hundred birds have been killed 
by an expert marksman in the course of a day. 
Those who shoot from the shore send in their 
dogs for the game, which usually falls into the 
sea. And when the breakers are dashing over 
the highest points of the land, these faithful ani- 
mals will leap into them from the rocks, and 
seizing the fow! in their mouths will struggle with

From a late Londen Paper. 

ROYAL GIFTS—MAUNDY THURSDAY. 

April 16, being Maundy Thureday, his Majes- 
ty's annual donations were distributed with the 
usual ceremonies at Whitehall Chapel, io as 
many poor and aged men and women as the King 
is year’s old—viz. 67 of each. The custom has 
been traced back as far as the reign of Edward 
Ill. A large quantity of provisions were distri- 
buted to the Maundy people in the morning, in 
4 temporary building constructed for the occa- 
sion at the back of Whitehall Chapel, in which, 
after beirg round two tables—the men 
at one table and the women at the other—each 
person was supplied with a loaf of bread weigh- 
img one pound and a half, by Mr. Hauby, Secre- 
tary to the Lord High Almoner, and Mr. Jones, 
Groom of the Almonry. Six large wooden dishes 
containing pieces of fine beef, each piece weigh- 
ing three pounds and a half, were then placed 
on the tables, when the Sub-Almoner read the 
following grace before meat:— 

** Bless, O Lord, this Royal Maundy to the use 
of these Thy servants, and dispose their hearts 
to the praise of Thy holy name, with gratitude 
to their Royal benefactor, through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. Amen.’’ 

The beef was then distributed, after which 
came the grace after meat:— 

** Graft, O Lord, in the hearts of these people 
grateful obedience to the Royal dispenser of 
these Thy blessings, and cause them to look up 
te Thee as the Supreme Author of every goed, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen.”’ 

A wooden platter, containing two salt cod, 
two salt salmon, 18 red, and a similar number of 
salt herrings, and four loaves, was next placed 
before each person. 

Large leather flagons, filled with ale, and se- 
veral wooden ale cups, were produced by the 
distributor. The Sub-Almoner and attendants 
drank to the health of King George 1V., which 
was also drank by the Maundy people in suc- 
cession. The recipients then departed with their 
load of provision. 

The recipients re-assembled in the interior of 
Whitehall Chapel, at two o’clock in the afier- 
noon, to hear divine service, and to receive the 
remainder of the Royal Maundy. 

At three o’clock the procession entered the 
Chapel, preceded by the Yeoman Usher and ten 
Yeomen in their state dresses, one of the Yeo- 
men bearing a large gold dish, (set apart tor 
this purpose in the reign of King William and 
Queen Mary, whose initials are engraved on it,) 
round the edges of which were ranged the purses, 
containing each a sovereign, and as many silver 
pennies as the King is years old, the Sub-Al- 
moner, followed by two girls and twoj boys from 
the Westminster National School, (selected for 
good conduct) the Secretary, and the Groom of 
the Almonry, and others wearing white scarfs, 
and carrying nosegays. 

Sir George Smart played a voluntary as soon 
as the procession entered the Chapel, and conti- 
nued playing till the whole had taken their sta- 
tions—the Sub-Almoner and two Yeomen within 
the altar, the officers and children on seats, and 
the Yeomen along the aisle, under the Royal 
closet and at each door. The Sub-Dean of the 
Chapel Royal was within the altar. The church 
service appropriated for the day was read by the 
Rev. Dr. Vivian. The anthems were sung by 
Messrs. Evans, Goulden, Hawes, Nield, Hobbs, 
Wild, Welsh, Clarke, and eight of the young 
gentlemen of his Majesty’s Chapel Royal. 

The first anthem was ‘‘ Blessed is he that con- 
sidereth the poor and needy,’’ [Hawes,] which 
being sung, shoes and stockings were distributed 
to the Maundy men. The second anthem was, 
** Praise the Lord, O Jerusalem,’’ [Scott.] The 
woollen and linen cloths were then distributed 
by the Sub-Almoner. The third anthem was, 
**O Lord, grant the King a long life,’’ (Nares.] 
The purses of money were then distributed to 
the Maundy men and women. The last anthem 
was, ‘* Blessed be thou, O Lord God of Israel,’’ 
{Kent.] After which followed two beautiful 
prayers for the King, and the usual prayers to 
the conclusion of the service, which being ended, 
a silver flagon, filled with wine, was brought by 
the Officers of the Wine cellar, and the King’s 
health was drank by the Sub-Almoner, the 
Officers of the Almonry, and the Gentlemen of 
the Chapel Royal, the organ playing ‘* God save 
the King.’’ The Officers of the Wine cellar and 
Mr. Hanby, Groom of the Almonry, afterwards 
supplied the whole of the Maundy people with a 
cup of wine each, permitting them to retain the 
cup. Mr. Howse, Serjeant of the King’s Vestry, 
preceded the procession. 

The Bishop of London, as Dean of the Chapel 
Royal, St. James’s, confirmed about 50 of the 
young Nobility and Gentry yesterday morning in 
the Chapel Royal, assisted by the Sub-Dean and 
by the Rev. Mr. Hall. 

The Dean of Westminster will preach this 
day at the Chapel Royal; and the Archbishop 
of York, as Lord High Almoner, will preach at 
the same chapel on Sunday next, being Easter 
Sunday.
